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HISTORY  OF 
ST.   STEPHEN'S  CHURCH 

The  history  of  the  Church  in  Wayne  County  began  in  the  early  part 
of  the  19th  Century  in  the  old  town  of  Waynesborough,  the  former 
county  seat  near  the  Neuse  River,  and  some  four  or  five  miles  from 
Goldsboro.  Here,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  two  daughters  of  Richard 
Washington,  and  with  the  help  of  their  friends  George  W.  Collier  and  a 
Mr.  Hobbs,  and  many  other  generous  contributors  of  the  community,  a 
church  was  erected  which  was  the  common  property  of  the  various 
denominations  of  the  County.  The  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes,  who  was 
doing  missionary  duty  in  this  and  surrounding  counties,  officiated  in  this 
building  for  about  two  years.  Except  for  these  services,  the  only 
Episcopal  services  held  in  the  town  were  those  of  occasional  traveling 
clergymen,  or  of  the  Bishop  at  his  annual  visitation.  Whatever  of  life  and 
love  for  the  church  there  was  in  Waynesborough  was  centered  in  the 
families  of  Mr.    Richard   Washington,   and   Mrs.   Eliza   A.   Churchill. 

"There  are  only  seven  Professional  Christians  in  Goldsboro.  The 
preaching  of  the  gospel  is  with  no  regularity  and  seems  to  produce  no 
fruits.  The  towns  with  the  exception  noted  were  coldly  and  almost 
stupidly  indifferent  to  the  claims  of  religion,  The  Elders  were  engrossed 
in  business  and  politics  and  the  youngsters  in  pleasure."  Thus  said  the 
Rev.  John   Andrews   in   1847. 

In  1849  the  "Great  Revival"  was  held.  Three  weeks  of  preaching 
and  prayer  led  to  the  profession  of  Faith  by  100  souls  and  the  formation 
of  three  of  the  main  churches  in  Goldsboro:  The  First  Presbyterian,  St. 
Stephen's   Episcopal   and   St.   Paul's  Methodist. 

An  interesting  fact  of  these  first  congregations  is  that  the  founding 
fathers  were  not  necessarily  members  of  the  particular  congregations 
they  helped  to  found.  Mr.  E.  B.  Borden  is  a  case  in  point.  He  is  listed  as 
one  of  the  founders  of  St.  Stephen's,  yet  he  was  a  member  and  founder  of 
St.  Paul's  Methodist  Church.  He  also  helped  start  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Jewish  Synagogue.  Such  co-operation  among 
denominations  has  marked  relationships  among  our  churches  for  their 
long  history. 

In  1848  Goldsboro  became  the  County  Seat,  and  Waynesborough, 
on  account  of  being  off  the  railroad,  became  a  deserted  village,  whose 
inhabitants  had  moved  to  Goldsboro.  The  increased  number  of 
Episcopalians  now  demanded  more  ministrations  of  the  church  and  the 
call  of  a  clergyman  to  the  growing  missionary  field.  Accordingly  in  1853, 


the  Rev.  A.  F.  N.  Rolfe  took  charge,  holding  services  in  the  new  court 
house.  He  made  earnest  endeavors  to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
church.  The  old  church  in  Waynesborough  was  then  moved  to 
Goldsboro  to  form  a  part  of  the  material  for  the  new  building,  but  none 
of  it  was  ever  used  except  a  small  portion  for  a  study,  which  was  to  be 
a   nucleus   for  a   rectory. 

In  Dec.  1853,  the  following  gentlemen  assembled  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  this  Mission  into  a  parish:  Richard  Washington,  George  W. 
Collier,  Daniel  Cogdell,  Junius  B.  Whitaker,  William  A.  Williams,  Dr. 
J.  D.  Battle,  Wm.  T.  Dortch,  R.  L.  Hoskins,  John  C.  McRae,  John  B. 
Griswold,  E.  B.  Borden,  William  A.  Strong,  and  George  V. 
Strong.  The  form  of  organization  required  by  Canon  VII  of  1842  was 
subscribed  to,  and  by  the  motion  of  Mr.  G.  V.  Strong  the  name  "St. 
Stephen's  Parish"  was  chosen.  The  following  persons  were  elected 
vestrymen   and   trustees: 

Richard   Washington, 

George   W.   Collier, 

Daniel   A.   Cogdell, 

William   A.   Williams, 

J.   B.   Whitaker. 

In  1854  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rolfe  moved  to  Goldsboro,  and  his  salary  was 
fixed  at  $300.00  a  year.  It  was  soon  decided  that  a  church  must  be  built, 
so  the  vestry,  after  several  meetings,  voted  to  build  one  to  cost  $5,000.  In 
January  1854,  Mr.  Rolfe  was  requested  to  leave  the  parish  to  obtain  funds 
for  the  building  of  the  church,  but  how  long  he  was  absent,  or  what 
funds  he  secured,  is  not  mentioned  in  any  parish  record.  In  September 
1854,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rolfe  resigned  and  moved  to  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland. 

From  September  1854  to  July  1855,  the  Parish  was  without  a  rector 
or  any  regular  services,  at  which  time  the  Rev.  Frederick  Fitzgerald 
became  the  rector.  He  was  to  officiate  three  Sundays  in  each  month  and 
to  receive  a  salary  of  $450.00  annually.  The  other  Sunday  in  each  month 
was   given   to    St.   Mary's   Parish,   Kinston. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald,  who  was  a  remarkable  man,  undertook  the  project 
of  building  the  church.  The  following  persons  were  elected  on  the 
building   committee: 

The   Rev.    Frederick   Fitzgerald, 

George   W.   Collier, 

George   V.    Strong, 

William   A.   Williams. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  secured  the  plan  of  an  Early  English  Gothic  Church, 
which  was  perfected  by  Mr.  John  W.  Priest,  an  architect,  of  Newburg, 
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N.Y.  During  1854  and  1855,  the  vestry  acquired  by  purchase  and  gift  a 
piece  of  land  with  a  170  ft.  front,  on  the  West  side  of  James  Street.  On 
June  17,  1856,  the  records  show  that  Mr.  Willis  Hall,  for  the  sum  of  $600.00 
deeded  to  the  church,  the  Northeast  intersectional  corner  of  James  and 
Mulberry  Streets  where  the  church  now  stands.  It  is  thought  that  the 
$600.00  was  the  price  obtained  for  the  lot  on  the  West  side  of  James  Street. 

There  was  little  money  in  the  parish  but  the  subscriptions  were 
liberal,  the  leading  spirits  in  the  campaign  being  the  rector  and  Mr. 
George  W.  Collier.  Letters  were  sent  to  prominent  clergy  and  laity 
throughout  the  country,  since  at  this  time  there  was  no  well-organized 
central  method  of  church  extension.  The  campaign  inaugurated  by  Mr. 
Fitzgerald,  asking  everyone  receiving  an  appeal  to  send  one  dollar,  met 
with  great  success.  While  hundreds  replied  with  this  contribution,  many 
sent  sums  from  ten  to  one  hundred  dollars.  Among  the  names  of  these 
subscribers,  which  are  carefully  preserved  in  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  precise 
records,  were  several  who  became  bishops:  Cheshire,  Coxe,  Seymour, 
Clarkton,    Bedell,   Wilmer,   Watson   and   Littlejohn. 

1856  was  the  year  in  which  ground  was  broken  for  the  church 
(August  8th)  and  the  year  for  laying  the  cornerstone  (August  27th). 
During  construction,  services  were  held  in  the  court  house  three  Sundays 
a  month.  The  new  Presbyterian  Church  was  also  utilized,  witness  Bishop 
Atkinson's  annual  address  in  the  Diocesan  Journal,  1856:  "May  11th,  at 
Goldsborough,  I  preached  morning  and  evening,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  and  confirmed  five  persons.  These  services  were  celebrated 
in  a  new  church  just  erected  by  the  Presbyterians,  to  whose  kindness  we 
were   indebted.    .    ." 

The  church  building  was  finished  in  May,  1856.  It  is  brick  with 
granite  sills,  roof  trusses  of  native  heart  pine,  and  without  the  tower  cost 
$8,500. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Fitzgerald  read  the  first  service  in  the  church  on 
Saturday  night,  May  2,  1857.  A  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right 
Reverend  Thomas  Atkinson,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  subject: 
"Eternal   Punishment". 

The  next  day,  a  balmy  May  Sunday,  was  the  third  Sunday  after 
Easter  and  despite  unplastered  walls,  unfinished  gallery  and  insufficient 
pews,  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  preceded  by  Morning 
Prayer.  Two  women  were  also  baptized  and  confirmed  during  the  day. 

Two  years  later  the  first  Diocesan  Convention  to  be  held  in  the 
parish  commenced  on  Wednesday,  May  4,  1859,  adjourning  Monday, 
May  9th.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  were  adopted.  During  the  Convention  on  May  8th,  the 
Church,  having  been  finished  and  paid  for,  the  consecration  service  took 


place.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Fitzgerald  wrote  in  the  parish  register,  "As  is 
usual,  the  energy  and  devotion  of  the  women  of  the  parish  aided  greatly 
to   the   consummation   of  this   work." 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  left  Saint  Stephen's  on  June  15,  1859,  to  become 
associate   rector   o£  Saint  Mary's   School,   Raleigh. 

During  the  perilous  war  years,  the  Reverend  W.  C.  Hunter  served 
Saint  Stephen's.  On  the  Sunday  before  Johnston's  surrender,  the  parish 
was  visited  by  a  company  of  Union  officers.  Finding  that  no  offering  was 
taken  at  the  service  because  of  impoverished  conditions,  General 
Schofleld  presented  Mr.  Hunter  with  an  offering  taken  from  his  soldiers. 
Owing  to  the  General's  precautions,  there  were  no  molestations  of  the 
church   during    the   time   the   Army  was    passing   through. 

After  Mr.  Hunter  left,  the  church  was  served  by  a  succession  of 
rectors.  It  was  the  Reverend  Stewart  McQueen,  coming  to  Golds- 
boro  from  Alabama,  who  with  is  family  first  occupied  the  old  rectory 
sometime  between  1894  and  1898.  To  a  society  of  women  known  as  the 
Endeavor  Society  with  Miss  Lucy  Miller  as  President,  belongs  much 
credit   for   the   completion   of  the    rectory. 

The  first  of  two  rectors  who  died  while  serving  Saint  Stephen's  was 
the  Reverend  William  Fletcher  Loveless.  During  the  first  year  (1898)  of 
his  rectorate,  he  was  stricken  with  typhoid  fever  and  died  at  the  home  of 
Mr.  John   Hill. 

The  Reverend  John  Hollowell  Dickinson,  1911-1915,  led  the  people 
in  the  project  of  beginning  the  mission  at  Pikeville.  He  was  succeeded  by 
the  Reverend  John  Maxwell  Robeson,  1915-1917,  who  continued  this 
work.  Mr.  George  C.  Royall,  long  a  devoted  layman,  assisted  greatly  in 
this   work. 

The  eighteenth  rector  o{  Saint  Stephen's  was  the  Reverend  William 
Osmond  Cone  who  came  from  Saint  John's  Cathedral,  Quincy,  Illinois. 
Mr.  Cone  served  the  parish  from  December  15,  1920  until  March,  1932, 
when  he  resigned  because  of  poor  health.  Probably  the  most  outstanding 
achievement  during  his  leadership  was  the  erection  of  the  church  at 
Pikeville.  The  land  was  donated  by  Colonel  Wiley  Fort  and  aided  by 
gifts  from  the  Graham  Fund,  the  Church  Building  Fund  and  other 
sources.  An  immense  amount  o£  work  was  done  by  Mr.  Robert  Eatman, 
a  regular  attendant  but  not  a  member  of  the  mission.  Mr.  George  Royall 
again  did  much  to  aid  Mr.  Cone  in  this  undertaking.  The  Rev.  Addison 
Hosea,  Rector,  St.  Paul's,  Clinton,  was  motivated  to  enter  the  ministry 
through   Cone. 

At  Saint  Stephen's  during  Mr.  Cone's  tenure,  three  windows  were 
placed  in  the  West  end  of  the  church  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ernest  Dewey. 
The  small  parish  house  was  much  improved  and  enlarged  as  a  memorial 


to   Mrs.   William   S.    Royall. 

Mr.  Cone's  rectorate,  the  longest  to  date  in  the  history  of  the  parish 
covered  a  period  of  twelve  years  and  by  his  tolerance,  broad  outlook 
coupled  with  his  unusual  intellectual  ability,  he  became  known  and  loved 
by   all   in   Goldsboro. 

At  the  time  of  his  resignation,  a  resolution  was  presented  by  K.  C. 
Royall   and   adopted   by   the   congregation: 

"For  twelve  years  our  beloved  rector,  the  Reverend  William  O. 
Cone,  has  ministered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  our  parish.  At  all  times  he 
has  been  —  not  the  rector  of  any  part  or  group  of  our  parish  —  but  the 
rector  of  all  of  us.  He  has  eliminated  cliques  and  factions  among  us  and 
has   made   us   a   united   congregation. 

"During  storms  of  religious  hysteria  and  religious  prejudice,  he  has 
steered  us  in  the  course  of  tolerance  and  brotherly  love.  In  such  times  he 
has  applied  —  simply  and  unostentatiously  —  the  principles  of  true 
Christianity;  and  has  endeared  himself  and  his  Church  to  all  creeds  and 
sects. 

"In  this  present  period,  when  material  wealth  has  crumbled  and 
incomes  have  largely  disappeared,  Mr.  Cone  by  his  teachings  and  by  his 
example  has  given  us  a  new  perspective  on  real  life  —  value  —  has 
taught  us  a  happiness  of  service,  a  happiness  which  can  exist  in  spite  of 
financial   distress. 

"The  spirit  of  personal  sacrifice  which  has  ruled  his  life  finds  no 
better  illustration  than  his  conduct  of  religious  services  during  the  past 
few  years  —  when  only  a  remarkable  courage  and  determination  could 
have   enabled  him   to   'carry   on'." 

Following  Mr.  Cone's  resignation,  the  Reverend  George  Seddon 
Gresham  was  called  to  Saint  Stephen's  in  October,  1932,  from  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Norfolk,  Virginia.  Prior  to  that,  he  had  taught 
at  Saint  John's  University  in  Shanghai,  China,  a  missionary  institution. 
He  was  not  in  robust  health,  yet  always  he  was  a  constant  visitor  in  the 
homes  of  all  his  parishioners.  He  also  visited  the  sick  of  all 
denominations   in   the   hospital   daily. 

During  his  ministry,  the  Men's  Club,  the  Young  People's  Service 
League,  the  Wayne  Ministerial  Association  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
founders,  was  begun.  In  June,  1933,  he  led  Saint  Stephen's  in  its  80th 
anniversary.  He  was  in  charge  of  reorganizing  Camp  Leach  and  in  1938, 
originated  Union  Good  Friday  Services  by  inviting  clergy  of  other 
churches  to  take  part  in  three  hour  Good  Friday  Services.  From  the 
Goldsboro  News-Argus  editorial  pages,  1938,  "So  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  the  services  at  Saint  Stephen's  brought  together  the 
largest  group  of  ministers  of  different  denominations  ever  to  participate 


in  one  church  service  in  Goldsboro.  The  service,  testifying  as  it  did  to 
the  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  cooperation  among  the  churches  of 
the   city,   was   in   the   true    spirit   of  Easter." 

The  three  steps  to  the  Altar  were  lowered  to  one  and  the  three 
memorial  windows  to  Miss  Sue  Collier,  Miss  Corrine  Dortch  and  Mrs. 
Z.   M.   L.  Jeffreys  were   installed. 

Mr.  Gresham,  the  second  Rector  to  die  during  tenure,  suffered  a 
heart  attack  during  Lent,  1939,  and  died  suddenly  following  an  evening 
service.  He  is  buried  in  Willowdale  Cemetery  on  the  lot  of  Mrs.  Hugh 
Humphrey. 

The  Reverend  John  Cameron  Grainger,  1939-1949,  was  the  first 
native  born  Rector.  He  was  baptized  and  confirmed  in  Saint  James, 
Wilmington,  coming  from  Saint  Luke's,  Lincolnton,  North  Carolina.  He 
previously  served  as  Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Cambridge,   Massachusetts. 

His  interrupted  rectorship  covered  the  pre-World  War  II  years 
through  the  post-war  years.  He  began  his  service  in  1939  and  left  in  1944 
to  serve  overseas  in  Europe  as  a  Chaplain.  He  returned  to  Saint  Stephen's 
in  1946.  In  1948,  he  married  Miss  Emily  Ball,  then  Dean  of  Women  at 
Roanoke  College,  Roanoke,  Virginia,  and  brought  her  to  Saint  Stephen's 
where  her  sunny  disposition  and  tact  won  her  widespread  popularity. 

While  Mr.  Grainger  was  in  Goldsboro,  Miss  Elsie  Mae  Wain  served 
as  the  first  trained  Director  of  Religious  Education,  her  salary  being  paid 
by  Mrs.  Talbot  Patrick  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Patrick's  father.  Mrs. 
Marion  Butler,  indignant  over  the  condition  of  the  vestibule,  began 
soliciting  funds  for  its  renovation.  Her  unique  idea  was  for  a  donor  to 
give  the  cost  of  one  marble  step  up  to  the  gallery.  By  her  efforts,  the 
renovation  was  done.  The  marble  steps  were  not  installed  but  the 
vestibule  was  redecorated  and  panelling  installed.  At  this  time,  two 
memorial  windows  in  the  vestibule  were  presented  by  Mr.  Gresham's 
sister.    Also    the   Church   was   later   renovated   and  beautified. 

With  the  opening  of  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Field  during  the  war, 
Mr.  Grainger  started  an  outstanding  work  with  the  servicemen,  both 
from  a  religious  side  and  also  from  a  recreational  side.  For  this  work, 
Mr.  Grainger  won  national  recognition  in  "The  Living  Church".  In 
thanksgiving,  the  servicemen  gave  the  sanctuary  lamp  to  Saint  Stephen's. 

Misses  Elizabeth  and  Catherine  Royal's  junior  choir  flourished  and 
flowered  in  the  late  Forties  and  the  concerted  childish  tenors  attested  to 
the   Misses   Royall's   patience. 

Mr.  Grainger  was  called  to  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Ruxton,   Maryland,   in   1949. 


Rev.   George   C.   Stierwald 

The  Rev.  George  C.  Stierwald  became  the  rector  in  1949.  The 
rectory  was  in  very  poor  condition.  Until  a  new  one  was  built,  the 
Stierwalds  had  to  live  elsewhere.  The  George  C.  Royall  Memorial 
Rectory  on  Beech  St.  was  finished  in  1950  with  funds  donated  by  the 
Royall   family. 

The  old  rectory  was  quickly  taken  over  for  needed  classroom  space 
and  offices.  The  Annex  as  it  was  now  called  was  redecorated  along  with 
the   Parish  Hall   in   1950. 

Union  Good  Friday  services  were  resumed  in  1951.  The  first  service 
was  held   at   St.    Stephen's. 

The  Altar  Guild  was  re-organized  under  Virginia  Lewis  and 
Margaret  Norwood.  Mrs.  Lewis  served  for  17  years  in  this  position  with 
Margaret  Norwood  and  then  Nancy  Norwood  as  Co-chairman.  The 
Alcolytes  Guild  and  the  Guild  o{  the  Christ  Child  were  organized.  The 
latter  was  to  welcome  the  new  baby  into  the  church.  The  Ushers  Guild 
was   re-organized   and   enlarged. 

On  a  visit  to  Duke  Hospital,  the  Rector  noticed  the  work  of  the 
"Pink  Ladies",  the  Duke  Hospital  Auxiliary.  When  he  returned  he  urged 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  take  this  on  as  a  project.  The  Auxiliary 
members  called  women  from  other  churches  to  meet  at  St.  Stephen's  to 
hear  the  President  of  the  Duke  Hospital  Auxiliary — and  to  form  The 
Wayne  County  Memorial  Hospital  Auxiliary.  It  was  organized  that  day 


and   has   been   operating   much   the   same   ever   since. 

In  spite  o£  the  expansion  of  the  Sunday  School  into  the  Annex,  the 
facilities  were  still  inadequate  for  the  growing  congregation.  Mr. 
Stierwald  urged  the  Vestry  to  pursue  plans  to  enlarge  the  Parish  Hall. 
Plans  were  drawn  up,  but  Mr.  Stierwald  left  before  any  definite  program 
was   started. 

In  December,  1953  St.  Stephen's  celebrated  its  100th  Anniversary. 
The  Very  Rev.  Stanley  Brown-Serman,  former  Dean  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  Virginia,  gave  the  sermon.  Four  children  were  baptized 
during  this  celebration — Robert  Daniel,  John  Etherington,  Caroline 
Lewis  and  Susan  Price.  A  Parish  Dinner  was  held  at  the  Woman's  Club 
Building. 

Miss  Sallie  Hicks  was  given  recognition  for  thirty  years'  work  as 
assistant  treasurer.  A  large  comfortable  chair  was  given  to  her  by  the 
congregation. 

William  Hicks,  son  o(  John  and  Mary  Hicks,  was  the  first  member 
of  St.  Stephen's  to  enter  the  ministry.  He  was  ordained  in  June,  1954. 

Mr.    Stierwald   left   in   1954. 


The  Rev.   Charles   I.   Penick 

The  Rev.  Charles  I.  Penick  succeeded  Mr.  Stierwald.  Mr.  Penick  was 
much  beloved  by  the  parishioners  from  the  beginning.  He  very  quickly 
rallied  their  support  for  the  needed  parish  house.  During  his  tenure,  the 
parish  built  and  paid  for  a  new  parish  house,  using  in  part  the  exterior 
walls  of  the  old  parish  house.  With  less  than  one  third  of  the  costs  of  the 
project  on  hand  and  only  one-third  pledged,  the  Vestry  contracted  for  a 
building  which,  with  the  equipment  would  cost  approximately  $170,000. 
It  was  a  journey  in  faith;  and  through  the  labors  of  the  parishioners  and 
God's  blessings,  the  entire  cost  was  paid  within  five  years  after  the  work 
was  begun. 

A  new  organ  was  installed  in  the  loft.  About  a  year  was  spent 
considering  organs  in  this  country  and  Canada  before  deciding  on  the 
Holtcamp  Co.  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  organ  itself  took  about  a  year  to 
construct. 

Mr.  Eugene  Mauney,  a  professionally  trained  organist,  became  our 
organist  and  choir  director.  The  music  program  has  increased 
immeasurably   the  joy  of  the   worship   service. 

The  parish  was  marked  by  considerable  growth  during  Mr.  Penick 's 
ministry.  The  Church  school  was  the  second  largest  in  the  Diocese.  A 
second  morning   service   was   started. 

A  Parish  Day  School  was  started  with  Mary  Alice  Bowden  as 
teacher.   This  school  operated  for  three   years. 

Mr.   Penick  left  in  1962. 


The  Rev.   Don  Raby  Edwards 

1963   -   1968 

The  Rev.  D.  Raby  Edwards  was  called  in  1963.  He,  too,  was  much 
loved  by  the  parish  and  the  community.  Under  him  the  parish  registered 
considerable  gains  in  numerical  and  financial  strength.  The  first  Assistant 
Rector,  the  Rev.  James  Wilson  was  called.  The  mission  at  Pikeville 
became  a  victim  of  changing  times.  This  extension  of  St.  Stephen's 
Parish,  once  so  fondly  nurtured  as  a  witness  of  our  missionary  interest, 
had  to  be  abandoned.  To  the  credit  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  it  organized  a 
new  mission,  St.  Francis,  in  a  suburb  of  Goldsboro,  and  gave  twenty-six 
of  its  own  members  to  start  the  congregation  as  well  as  considerable 
financial  assistance.  These  were:  Richard  Allen,  Frank  and  Katherine 
Boseman,  Raymond  and  Mary  Frances  Corde,  Clifton  and  Vann  Daniel, 
Richard  and  Yvonne  Field,  Frank  and  Josephine  Hajjar,  Naucetta 
Hudson,  Glenwood  Johnson,  Marion  and  Barbara  Kunselman,  James  and 
Ann  McCracken,  Dale  and  Betty  Roberts,  Reuben  and  Dorothy  Spath, 
Neil  and  Betty  Jo  Swann,  George  Trautwein,  Gerald  and  Joyce  Ullock, 
Warren  Van  Male,  Frank  and  Mary  Lou  Warren,  and  James  and  Emily 
Wilson.  The  Assistant  Rector  at  St.  Stephen's,  the  Rev.  James  Wilson, 
was  called  as  the  first  Vicar-in-charge  of  St.  Francis.  A  rectory  had  been 
provided  for  the  Assistant  Rector  on  Andrews  Ave.  This  too,  was  turned 
over  to  St.  Francis.  St.  Stephen's  supported  St.  Francis  mission  for  several 
years.    It   became   a   parish   in   1973. 


In  1966  Dr.  Ashton  Griffin  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  in  Baltimore,  Md.  He  heard  about  the 
Sheltered  Workshop  and  thought  it  an  idea  worth  pursuing.  When  he  came 
back  he  talked  to  Raby  about  it.  Ed  Borden  worked  with  these  two  to 
help  work  out  the  details.  They  felt  a  Sheltered  Workshop  would 
provide  job  training  for  people  with  physical  or  mental  disabilities.  They 
talked  with  Kenneth  Coor  of  Carolina  Uniform  Co.,  who  gave  the  first 
contract.  The  first  young  man  worked  in  the  Parish  Hall  taking  labels  off 
uniforms;  he  was  paid  on  a  piece  meal  basis.  Soon  there  were  many  more 
people  working,  with  Kemp  Manufacturing  Co.  and  others  also 
providing  work.  Carolina  Uniform  Co. — now  Textilease — moved  and 
gave  their  building  to  the  Sheltered  Workshop.  Initial  funding  came 
from   HEW. 

Thompson  Orphanage  had  expressed  interest  in  starting  a  Cottage 
Facility  in  our  area.  Mr.  Edwards  with  the  help  o{  Ed  Borden,  who  was 
on  the  Thompson  Orphanage  Board,  and  the  other  vestry  members 
sought  out  a  site  and  found  one  on  North  Drive.  The  Thompson  Board 
decided  to  place  the  home  in  Goldsboro  and  work  was  begun  on  the 
house.  A  committee  was  formed  to  find  House  Parents  and  after  a 
thorough   search   found   Mr.    and  Mrs.    Harold   Davis. 

They  served  for  many  years,  bringing  the  children  to  St.  Stephen's 
for  their  religious  training.  The  Guilds  helped  raise  money  for  various 
needs,  took  snacks  by  and  invited  children  for  home  visits.  Dr.  Ashton 
Griffin  took  care  of  the  medical  needs  o{  the  children  and  helped  with 
emotional  counseling,  too.  Over  the  years  the  population  of  the  Home 
declined  and  now  it  is  used  for  children  with  deeper  emotional  needs. 

Tommy  Midyette  was  called  as  the  new  Assistant  Rector.  He  was 
interested  in  youth  work,  had  a  good  sense  o(  humor  and  the  kids  loved 
him.  He  made  them  realize  that  being  a  Christian  could  be  a  lot  of  fun. 
Everyone   missed   him  when  he   was  called   to   Clinton   as   Rector. 

Many  other  things  happened  during  this  time:  the  Bishop  from 
Melanesia  visited  and  took  home  with  him  a  gift  of  a  thousand  dollars 
from  the  parish;  200  kneeling  cushions  were  purchased  from  the 
Sheltered  Workshop;  the  gift  shop  was  opened;  a  new  floor  with 
reinforcement   was   put   in   the   church. 

The  Spicer  property  was  bought  and  after  the  house  was  removed  a 
parking   lot   and    playground   were   provided   for   the   church. 

The  first  joint  services  of  the  three  Episcopal  Churches — St. 
Francis,    St.    Andrews   and   St.    Stephen's — was  held   Sept.   29,    1968. 

The  Geriactric  program  was  started  in  1966.  Elizabeth  Hawley 
came  to  speak  to  the  Church  Women.  She  said  there  was  a  need  to  help 
the  patients  by  having  monthly  visits  to  the  wards.  Physical  activities  and 


contact   with   townspeople   were   needed. 

St.  Ann's  Guild  took  this  on  as  a  project.  With  the  help  of  others 
among  the  other  Guilds — Alice  Trowbridge,  Agnes  Taylor,  Mary 
Michaux  and  her  harmonica  and  many  others — they  went  to  several 
wards  at  Cherry  Hospital.  Activities  included  various  games  and  round 
dances  that  required  a  lot  of  movement,  songs — the  song  sheets  included 
everything  from  Blessed  Assurance  to  Three  Blind  Mice.  Gifts  were 
given  out  at  Christmas.  Once  ladies  from  Holy  Innocent's  went  with  St. 
Ann's. 

When  the  wards  were  re-organized,  Geriatrics  were  brought  to  St. 
Stephen's.  Alice  Trowbridge  and  a  few  others  such  as  Pat  Paparazo, 
Barbara  Berkeley,  Barbara  Louttit  Hogg  have  been  in  charge  of  the  now 
bi-monthly  activities.  In  1980  Alice  Trowbridge  received  the  Governor's 
Award  from  the  Envolvement  Council  for  this  Outreach  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church. 

Mr.  Edwards  was  known  to  be  a  hunter  with  a  good  sense  of 
humor.  So  it's  not  surprising  that  this  note  appeared  in  the  Sept.  15,  1968 
Bulletin.    "Seasons   of  the   Church  Year". 

The  fourth  grade,  studying  the  Church  Year,  was  asked  if  anyone 
could  name  the  first  season  of  the  Church  Year.  One  member  raised  his 
hand   confidently   and   said,    "Of  course,    it's   Dove   season." 

Mr.    Edwards    resigned   in   1968. 


The  Rev.   Frank  F.   Fagan 

The  Rev.  Frank  F.  Fagan  was  called  from  Statesville  in  1969.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  he  was  taken  seriously  ill,  but  in  late  summer  he  came 
back   to   work   full    time. 

A  long-range  study  of  expansion  of  the  church  was  undertaken  by  a 
vestry  committee.  This  eventually  led  to  buying  the  Edgerton  property 
and  enlargement  of  the  church  to  its  present  size.  A  large  parish  hall  and 
music  wing  were  added  to  the  side  of  the  Sunday  school  building. 
Additional  classrooms  were  put  in  place  of  the  old  parish  hall.  The 
kitchen  was  moved,  as  was  the  Common  Room  and  library.  The  office 
space  was  enlarged  and  additional  rooms  were  available  for  storage.  A 
large  window  in  the  new  parish  hall  looked  out  on  a  small  garth.  The 
landscaping  of  the  grounds  was  a  gift  of  the  Kemp  family,  and  was  done 
under   the   supervision  of  Mrs.   W.   P.   Kemp,   Sr. 

Mr.  Fagan  was  an  excellent  preacher.  Many  of  his  sermons  were 
reprinted  and  read  by  many  other  churches  throughout  the  diocese. 
Eugene  Price's  mother  in  Elizabeth  City  read  the  "Pepsi"  sermon  in  her 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  Bulletin.  The  College  of  Preachers  invited 
Mr.    Fagan   to  become   a   Fellow   at   the    1970   Session. 

The   Rev.  Joe   Cooper   was  called   as   Assistant   Rector. 

These  were  turbulent  times  for  our  country,  especially  for  the  youth. 
The  war  in  Vietnam  was  being  fought.  Protests  raged  throughout  the 
country.  The  rebellion  among  the  youth  seemed  to  touch  every  facet  of 
life.  Traditional  values  were  being  questioned  and  thrown  aside  before

adequate  replacements  were  found.  Young  people  who  tried  to  maintain 
order  were  rebuffed  by  their  peers  and  some  adults  in  authority.  Drug 
use   became   prevalent. 

Mr.  Cooper  tried  to  work  with  the  youth.  The  old  Live  Wire 
Electric  Building  on  James  St.  was  opened  as  a  Youth  Center.  The  kids 
did  most  of  the  decorating  themselves;  gingham  tablecloths  and  a  bright 
yellow  piano.  It  seemed  an  ideal  set  up,  a  nice  place  for  kids  to  go  and 
have  nice  clean  fun.  Other  churches  became  involved.  The  Agape  Inn 
became  an  ecumenical  Youth  Center.  St.  Paul's  and  St.  Bernadette's 
helped  St.  Stephen's.  Every  approach  was  tried  but  the  problems  became 
too   great   and   the   project   was   dropped. 

The  National  Church  took  stands  during  this  time  that  were  very 
radical.  They  supported  a  school  in  our  state  that  espoused  racism  and 
violence.  The  Executive  Council  put  out  a  letter  called  "Crisis  in 
America"  that  also  supported  a  group  of  murderous  racist  called  the 
Black   Panthers. 

A  strong  letter  of  protest  and  visits  to  the  Bishop  and  the  school  in 
question  were  part  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Vestry.  Some  of  the 
Congregation  in  protest  tried  to  restrict  their  pledges.  Since  this  could 
not  be  done,  some  cut  down  on  their  pledges  and  the  local  church 
suffered. 

Mr.  Fagan  held  us  together  during  this  time,  "tightened  ship"  and 
went   forward   with  the  building  program  in  spite  of  these  problems. 

In  February  1971  the  Diocesan  Convention  was  held  here.  Services 
and   meetings   were   held   at   the   Wayne   Center. 

Our   Assistant   Mr.    Cooper  left. 

The  Rev.  William  Lambert  had  come  to  Goldsboro  as  a  working 
priest.  He  taught  in  the  Wayne  County  Schools  and  assisted  Rev.  Jack 
Ormond  at  St.  Francis.  In  1971  he  became  full  time  assistant  at  St. 
Stephen's. 

The  National  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  was  held  in  1972. 
Mr.  Fagan  was  in  charge  of  radio  and  T.V.  coverage.  He  was 
commended   on   the   excellent  job   he   did. 

The    trial   Liturgy   was   started   at   this   time. 

Bill  Lambert  was  ordained  a  Priest  at  St.  Stephen's  in  April,  1971. 

Danny   Daniel   was   ordained   in   April,   1973. 

Capt.  Keith  Lewis  from  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base  was 
sponsored  by  St.  Stephen's  in  the  Virginia  seminary  so  that  he  could  become 
a  Chaplain  in  the  Air  Force.  All  costs  were  covered  by  the  Air  Force.  St. 
Stephen's   agreed   to   sponsor   him. 

An  experimental  kindergarten  was  held  at  St.  Stephen's  for  two 
years.  It  moved  to  St.  Francis  when  the  building  of  the  new  wing  started. 


Ruth   Kemp,   Gloria   Price   and   Fair   Leonard  were   the   teachers. 
St.    Francis  obtained   full   Parish   status  in   1973. 
Mr.    Fagan   was  called   to   Beaufort,   S.C.   in   1973. 
Mr.    Lambert   was   called   to   the    same   place    to  be   his   Assistant. 


The  Rev.   Peter  C.   Robinson 

The  Rev.  Peter  C.  Robinson  was  called  from  Greensboro  in  1974. 

Because  of  extensive  repairs  needed  for  the  Rectory  on  Beech  St.  it 
was  decided  to  build  a  new  Rectory  on  Pine  Needles  Road  on  a  lot 
donated  to  the  church  by  Charles  Norwood.  The  old  rectory  was  sold 
and  paid  most  o(  the  cost  of  the  new  one.  This  one  was  also  called  the 
George   C.    Royall   Memorial   Rectory. 

The  floor  of  the  Church  was  redone  and  new  carpeting  laid.  The 
old  flooring  which  was  part  of  the  original  church  was  removed  except 
in  the  chancel  area.  Jim  Smith  made  crosses  from  some  of  this  wood  and 
sold   them   in   the    gift   shop. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  too,  that  the  bench  in  the  large  Garth  is 
made  from  the  old  door  sill  of  the  original  church — given  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.    William   P.    Kemp,    Sr. 

Chaplain  Dempsey  from  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base  became 
supply  minister. 

St.  Ann's  Guild  recommended  that  St.  Stephen's  drop  the  9:00 
o'clock  Family  Service  as  the  congregation  was  losing  touch  with  one 
another.   This   action  was   taken. 

A  columbarium  was  started  at  the  office  side  of  the  parish  house  in 
front   of  the   wall   of  the    small   garth. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  programs  of  Parish  Outreach  has  been 
the   Soup   Kitchen.    It  began  in   this   way — 

A  few  parishioners  on  the  way  home  from  Sunday  services  in  the 


winter  of  1981  began  to  notice  the  "box  people."  These  are  people  who 
have  no  home  but  shelter  themselves  in  large  wooden  packing  crates 
stored  by  a  moving  company  behind  the  Jewish  synagogue.  These 
parishioners  began  to  buy  hamburgers  for  these  people  because  they 
were   hungry. 

St.  Stephen's  Vestry  had  gone  into  the  Commission  system.  The 
Outreach  Commission  was  looking  for  a  project.  They  investigated 
several — World  Hunger,  Migrant  Ministry.  But  then  they  heard  about 
the  Soup  Kitchen  the  Rev.  Tommy  Midyette  had  started  at  his  church  in 
Durham.  Sue  McDonald,  head  of  the  Outreach  Commission,  was  aware 
of  the  situation  behind  the  Synagogue.  She  and  a  large  group  of  people 
from  the  church  went  to  Durham  to  learn  about  their  Soup  Kitchen  by 
actually   working   in   it   one   day. 

When  they  came  back  they  had  a  meeting  with  the  Vestry.  The 
Vestry  approved  a  six  month's  trial  of  a  Soup  Kitchen  at  St.  Stephen's. 
The   date   was   Dec.    15,   1981. 

With  a  lot  of  Faith  and  the  Biblical  instruction  of  Jesus  to  "Feed  my 
Sheep"   the   Soup   Kitchen   started. 

The  project  has  never  run  out  of  food  to  feed  the  hungry.  It  is 
financed  completely  by  private  donations.  Some  surplus  food  is  given  by 
the  Government  with  the  only  stipulation  that  it  not  be  resold  or  taken 
home  by  volunteers.  Many  local  food  companies  supply  food  as  do 
individuals.  A  part  time  Co-ordinator  is  employed  for  a  token  salary. 
The   first  was   Octavia   Kelly.   Now  it  is   Armine    Smith. 

Volunteers  come  from  all  over  the  city  and  county  to  help.  The 
Golden  K  Kiwanis  Club,  The  Town  and  Country  Home  Extension 
Service.  New  Hope  Home  Demonstration  Club.  St.  Mary's  Catholic 
Church,  Lamp  Lighters  Home  Demonstration  Club,  The  Rainbow  Girls 
and  a  group  from  Seymour  Johnson  all  come  on  a  regular  basis.  These 
groups  now  outnumber  the  volunteers  from  the  church  who  work  in  the 
Soup  Kitchen.  Some  physically  and  emotionally  handicapped  people  have 
helped   and  been   helped  by   working   with   this   project. 

About  250  meals  are  served  per  week.  Winter  finds  many  more 
people  in  need  of  food,  the  number  each  day  sometimes  going  into  the 
nineties  or  over   a   hundred. 

Those  who  receive  food  have  no  requirements  made  on  them.  It  is 
the  feeling  of  those  who  run  the  Kitchen  that  the  demand  of  hunger  is 
enough  for  those  who  come.  No  blessing  is  said  except  the  fact  that  the 
food  is  there,  given  in  loving  service  to  "Christ  in  His  distressing 
disguise"  —  This  is  an  expression  Mother  Teresa  uses  to  describe  the 
suffering  poor.  For  Jesus  said  in  Matthew  25:40  "When  you  have  done  it 
to   the   least  of  these   my  brethren  you  have   done   it  unto   Me." 


The  Soup  Kitchen  is  such  a  large  project  that  we  might  think  it  was 
the  only  project  that  we  have.  We  are  also  working  with  the  migrant 
ministry,  still  have  Geriatrics  twice  monthly,  still  help  with  the  Home 
Care  Cottage  —  An  office  is  kept  at  the  church  for  the  Co-ordinator  of 
the   Episcopal   Home   Care    Services,   Mary   Nell   Hansen. 

Warren  J.  A.  Soule  became  our  Assistant  Rector  in  1981.  Though 
young  in  years,  he  is  a  brilliant  preacher.  His  sermons  were  almost  like 
poetry.    He   left   in   1983. 

Warren  and  George  Muir  were  ordained  as  deacons  on  June  7,  1982. 

We  must  not  forget  as  we  celebrate  this  anniversary  a  small  group 
of  women  who,  though  paid  very  modestly  have  given  much  of  their 
time  and  of  themselves  to  keep  our  church  running  smoothly.  They 
started  with  Freda  Moye,  Irene  Hellmer,  Martha  Parker,  Eddie  Britt, 
Anna  Mae  Rolfe,  Cleta  Howell,  Helen  Dixon  and  Anne  Henrich. 
How  could  we  have  ever  gotten  on  without  them!  Thank  you  our  dear 
church   secretaries! 

In  closing  this  part  o(  the  church  history  this  prayer  for  the 
congregation  given  by  Rev.  J.  Worrall  Larmour  as  he  was  leaving  in 
1881    seems   most   appropriate: 

"May  God  ever  visit  them  with  His  love  and  favor  and  drive  from 
them  all  assaults  of  the  enemy.  May  He  ever  be  with  them  to  keep  them 
in  peace  and  safety.  And  may  His  blessing  rest  upon  them  always. 
Amen."

Mrs.  Tice  is  the  nursery  worker  in  charge  of 

infants    through   age    two. 

EYC  —  Episcopal  Young  Churchmen  meet  Sunday  evenings  at  6  p.m. 

for  supper  and  programs.  The  Junior  EYC  is  for  7th-9th  grades;  Senior 

EYC   is   for   10th-12th   grades. 

Junior  Choir  —  meets  Wednesday  at  6  p.m.  for  supper  and  rehearsal. 

Open   to   all   children   2nd-6th   grade.
